Ch I cago—Despite the fact that 


Powers—Borland Regret* Change 


Washington, Dec. 20.—-Barring nn- 


forseen obstacles and a display of an 
uncompromising spirit by President 
Castro, the questions at issue between 
Venezuela and the three allied powera 
will be referred for adjudication to the 
permanent tribunal of arbitration at 
The Hague. Germany, England and 
Italy have promised informally to ac- 
cept this mode of settlement, provided 
certain conditions are complied with 
by Venezuela, while that 8outh Amer- 
ican government has expressed 
its 


willingness to have The Hague court 
try the case. 


Secretary Hay has already under- 


taken diplomatic steps necessary to se- 
cure the raising of the blockade and 
the resumption of diplomatic relations 
between Venezuela and the powers. 
The absence of the representatives of 
England and Italy; from Caracas is an 
embarrassment, which will tend to 
delay a settlement, and Secretary liny 
has sought to'overcome it by suggest- 
ing to European allies that they in- 
struct their ambassadors in Washing- 
ton to arrange a preliminary protocol 
in this capital with a representative of 
Venezuela. 


The present disposition of European 


powers contemplates, as an 
initial 


step toward arbitration, the arrange- 
ment of a preliminary 
protocol 
in 


which Venezuela will agree to certain 
conditions upon which the powers are 
inclined to insist. It is believed that 
one of these is an apology to Germany 
and England for attacks on the Ger- 
man and British legations in Caracas. 
When Venezuela complies with these 
conditions, the blockade will be raised 
and a second protocol, in which all 
parties in interest will agree to sub- 
mit their differences to Tho Hague 
court, and defining the scope of tho 
court's' jurisdiction will be signed. 


THE PRESIDENT DECLINES. 
The President will nor he the arbi- 


trator of the Venezuelan controversy. 
The whole vexatious subject will be 
referred for adjudication to The Hague 
;ribunal. 


Epitomized, this was the situation 


as-it had resolved itself iVV ihe con- 
clusion of the Ca/unet meeting. 


London—Except by the opponents of 


the government, who view it as a vir 
tual defeat and as discrediting the 
ministry, the latest phase of the Ven- 
ezuelan trouble has been welcomed very 
lukewarmly. 
Arbitration by the Pres 


ident has been anticipated as so de- 
sirable an issue from a difficult busi- 
ness that his refusal, which is regarded 
as final, has caused keen disappoint- 
ment. It is foreseen that, even if 
satisfactory conditions to the submis- 
sion of the disputes to The Hague 
court can bo arranged, this method 
will entail endlens and wearisome de- 
tails, with no assurance that, at the 
end, President Castro still will be in 
power, or Venezuela in the mood to 
abide by the decision of The Hacne. 
In short, that element of guarantee 
which wonld' have, accompanied the 
President's acceptance of the office 
arbitrator is now lacking.

C. Laudsdaw, 
who has an upholstering department 
in the building, accompanied by his 
son, left the store building at 5:45, eo 
the fire-bug certainly had been waiting 
his opportunity.

tire limits, and nearly every building 
fired has been the property of Catli- 
olicB.

BOXER UPRISING IN CHINA 


THE ASSAILANTS REPULSED WITH 


GREATL LOSS 


Several Cttltem, Foot* to Bat« Been ta Uapw 


WHh the ReMi, W«re Ben««4«d by Order of 
the taper!*! Authorities. 


Victoria, B. C.—According to advices 


received by the steamer Tairar, the 
Boxer uprisings' in 8ze Chuan continue 
and another attack was made on Cheng 
Tn in November. While some of tl»« 
rebels battered the gates another body 
surprised the outer fortress, but the 
soldiers fought desperatelv and ulti- 
mately defeated the Boxers, killing 
many and capturing some. Had the 
fort been captured by the Boxers the 
city would have been at the mercy of 
the invaders. The captives were tor- 
tured and 
from 
information 
given 


under thin pressure several cititens 
were arrested charged with being in 
league with the rebels and all were 
beheaded. 
Before 
the execution 
a 


messenger arrived from the Boxers de- 
manding the release of the prisoners. 
The messenger was hanged in a cage.

Shanghai papers, send particulars re- 
garding the execution of Major Liu,

Before leaving Peking on route 
to Washington, 8u Liang Cheng, who 
will replace Wu Ting Fang as Chinese 
minister to the United States was 
given 1000 taels and a huge bouquet by 
the empress dowager, with whom he 
was in audience for some hours.
